Commuters Dig Deeper to Ride 


WASHINGTON I Whether you travel by rail 
or bus, it’s going to cost more to take a trip 
from now on. 

Fare hikes approved by the cash-strapped 
Metro system took effect on Sunday, as did 
fare hikes for regional bus operators in 
Arlington, Fairfax and Montgomery coun- 
ties. Virginia Railway Express began charg- 
ing higher fares Monday. 

For Metro, the minimum rail fare has 
risen by 15 cents. Bus riders will pay a nick- 
el more on local routes. Also, Metro began 
using a cashless parking system on Monday, 


forcing riders who drive to stations to pay for 
their parking with a SmarTrip card. 

This is the second consecutive year that 
Metro has raised fares. Metro customers also 
face the prospect of a third year of increases 
with projections of another multimillion- dol- 
lar budget deficit in fiscal year 2006. 

Meanwhile, the basic fare will increase 
from 75 cents to $1.25 on Fairfax Connector 
buses. The Ride On bus program in 
Montgomery County raised its base fare 
a nickel to a $1.25. Fares on ART buses in 
Arlington increased to $1.25. (ap)

Captured 

U.S. confirms serviceman 
has been missing for a week 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Arab television broadcast 
videotape Sunday of two men taken hostage 
by militants, one described as a U.S. Marine 
lured from his base and the other a Pakistani 
driver for an American contractor. Insurgents 
threatened to behead them both. 

The U.S. military confirmed that a Marine 
named Wassef Ali Hassoun had been miss- 
ing from his unit for nearly a week. It said it 
was unclear if he had been taken hostage, but 
Hassoun’s name was on a Marine “active duty” 
identification card shown by militants in the 
videotape aired by the Al- Jazeera network. 

The U.S. military said Hassoun was of 
Lebanese descent, though the Al-Jazerra 
report said the hostage’s origins were Pakistani. 

The kidnappers claimed to have infil- 
trated a Marine outpost, lured Hassoun 
outside and abducted him. Al- Jazeera said 
the militants demanded the release of all 
Iraqis “in occupation jails” or the hostage 
would be killed. 

They identified themselves as part of 
“Islamic Response,” the security wing of 
the “National Islamic Resistance — 1920 
Revolution Brigades.” The name refers to the 
uprising against the British after World War I. 

Earlier Sunday, the Pakistani driver was 
shown on a tape broadcast by a different Arab 
television station, Al-Arabiya. The hostage 
displayed an identification card issued by the 
U.S. firm Kellogg, Brown & Root, a subsid- 
iary of Vice President Dick Cheney’s former 
company Halliburton, chris tomlinson (ap)

Commission says 
2 may have known 
in advance of terror plot 

WASHINGTON I The FBIlonghas con- 
tended that not a single al Qaeda 
operative in the United States col- 
laborated with the 19 hijackers in 
the Sept. 11 attacks. Yet the com- 
mission investigating the attacks 
has identified two Muslim men who 
may have had advance knowledge 
of the plot. 

The commission found that 
two hijackers got substantial help 
from Mohdar Abdullah and Anwar 
Aulaqi after settling in California 
in 2000. The bipartisan panel cre- 
ated by Congress said it cannot dis- 


count the possibility the men knew 
the hijackers’ plans. 

Abdullah, who recently was 
deported to Yemen, helped the 
hijackers get driver’s licenses. He 
bragged, while in U.S. custody after 
the hijackings, that he had known 
the attacks were coming. 

Aulaqi, a cleric who left the 
United States shortly after Sept. 
11, 2001, introduced the two hijack- 
ers, Nawaf al-Hazmi and Khalid 
al-Mihdhar, to other people who 
helped provide living arrangements 
in this country. 

The previously undisclosed 
information about Abdullah and 
Aulaqi was contained in one of 
the commission reports released 
this month. 


The FBI is seeking to inter- 
view Aulaqi about his contacts 
with al-Hazmi and al-Mihdhar. 
It is unclear if U.S. officials know 
where Aulaqi is. 

FBI spokesman Mike Kortan 
said the Sept. 11 investigation is 
“ongoing and active” and that any 
new evidence will be examined 
closely. 

A congressional investigation 
has concluded that the discovery 
of al-Hazmi and al-Mihdhar in the 
United States probably represent- 
ed the best chance for the FBI and 
CIA to disrupt the plot. 

Both were known to the CIA 
because of connections to the 2000 
terrorist bombing of the USS Cole 
in Yemen, curtanderson (ap)

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Cassini Set for 
Saturn Ciose-Up 


Spacecraft poised 
to enter planet’s orbit 
for 4 -year exploration 

PASADENA, CALIF. | Two decades 
and $3.3 billion in the making, 
an international exploration of 
Saturn begins this week when a 
spacecraft slips through a gap in 
the planet’s shimmering rings and 
arcs into orbit. 

After a seven-year, 2.2 billion- 
mile journey, the Cassini spacecraft 
will fire its engine Wednesday night 
to slow down, allowing itself to be 
captured by Saturn’s gravity. The 
maneuver will inaugurate a four- 
year, 7b-orbit tour of the giant plan- 
et and some of its 31 known moons, 
including huge Titan. 

To scientists, Saturn and its 
rings are a model of the disk of gas 
and dust that initially surrounded 
the sun, and they hope the mission 
offers important clues about how 
the planets formed. 

Shortly after entering orbit, 
Cassini will act on its best chance 
to photograph the rings that have 
entranced astronomers for cen- 
turies. 

Cassini, laden with a dozen 
instruments, also carries a probe

named Huygens that will be 
launched into the murky atmo- 
sphere of Titan. 

The frozen moon intrigues sci- 
entists because it may have many of 
the chemical compounds that exist- 
ed on Earth before life began. 

Cassini has already been sending 
data to Earth, including a wealth 
of information and sharp imag- 
es from a close flyby of Saturn’s 
strange, battered old moon Phoebe.

Warning System Called Inadequate 


NEW YORK I The Emergency Alert 
System was once an unavoidable 
reminder of Cold War threats, an 
unearthly buzzing sound that inter- 
rupted TV and radio broadcasts and 
ended with the iconic proclamation 
“This is only a test.” 

These days, the tests are much 
shorter, less obtrusive — and easy 
to miss. But the system, emblem- 
atic of the nation’s emergency alert 
network, is a mess, says a group of 
leading state and local disaster 
response officials. 

After the Sept. 11 attacks, the 
officials formed the nonprofit 


Partnership for Public Warning. 
Now, frustrated by what they con- 
sider the federal government’s slow 
movement to overhaul warning sys- 
tems, the partnership may be on 
the verge of disbanding. It meets 
Monday to discuss that option. 

The group’s study ofwaming sys- 
tems found shortcomings ranging 
from an inability to wake sleeping 
people to a failure to teach citizens 
what to do if warned. 

The partnership suggested solu- 
tions including radios and TVs that 
turn on automatically for late-night 
warnings, (ap)

Blimps Could Fill Gap in Air Security 


Builders of airships 
tout crafts’ ability to 
perform surveillance 

COLUMBUS, GEORGIA I In this age of 
laser-guided weaponry and real- 
time satellite communications, it 
may be difficult to imagine any 
interest in supplying the U.S. 
defense arsenal with fat, lumber- 
ing blimps. 

But it’s no joke. Backers of air- 
ships say they are cheaper than 
satellites and manned reconnais- 
sance planes, and would fill a gap 
between the two.

Up to 16 men killed 
after registering to vote 
in September elections 

KANDAHAR, AFGHANISTAN I Taliban 
fighters killed up to 16 men after 
learning they had registered for 
Afghanistan’s U.S.-backed national 
elections, the deadliest attack yet in 
the insurgents’ campaign to sabo- 
tage the nation’s first free vote, offi- 
cials said Sunday. 

The assault raised security fears 
and added to doubts over whether 
Afghanistan is ready to hold elec- 
tions as planned in September — and 
increased pressure on NATO leaders 
meeting Monday in Turkey to deploy 
more peacekeepers here. 

The killings took place Friday on 
a road in southern Uruzgan prov- 


ince. Various reports put the num- 
ber of dead at 10 or 16. 

News of the deaths emerged a day 
after a bomb ripped through a bus 
carrying female election workers in 
the eastern city of Jalalabad, killing 
two of them and wounding 13. 

A spokesman for the Taliban 
claimed responsibility for the 
Jalalabad bombing. Nevertheless, 
police and electoral officials said 
voter registration was continuing in 
the surrounding Nangarhar prov- 
ince on Sunday. 

Time is running out for the joint 
U.N. -Afghan electoral authority to 
decide on the polling date if the elec- 
tion is to be held according to sched- 
ule. According to the electoral law, 
the date must be announced 90 days 
beforehand — meaning by July 2 if 
polling is to take place on the last 


day of September. 

Afghan President Hamid Karzai 
and the U.S. military is adamant the 
election can stick to schedule. But 
with only three days left for voter 
registration, only about half of the 
eligible voters — just over 5 million 


— have signed up nationwide. U.N. 
spokesman Manoel de Almeida e 
Silva said Sunday he expected the 
electoral authority to extend the 
end-of-June deadline for regis- 
tration in some areas of the coun- 
try.

5 Israeli Soldiers 
Wounded in Blast 
At Army Outpost 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Palestinian 
militants dug a tunnel under an 
Israeli army outpost in the heart 
of Gaza and exploded a huge bomb 
there Sunday, collapsing a concrete 
building and wounding at least five 
Israeli soldiers. 

The army declined to com- 
ment on reports that soldiers were 
also killed in the attack, for which

Serb Presidency 


Election of Boris Tadic 
hands defeat to ally of 
ex-president Milosevic 

BELGRADE, SERBIA-MONTENEGRO I A 
pro-Western reformer won Serbia’s 
presidential run-off vote Sunday, 
defeating a hard-line nationalist 
ally of former president Slobodan 
Milosevic. 

The election results appeared to 
signal a desire by Serbs to move clos- 
er to the European Union and NATO 
— and away from the isolation of 
Milosevic’s autocratic regime. 

Reformer Boris Tadic received 
52.6 percent of the vote, while 
TomislavNikolic got 45.9 percent, 
the state electoral commission said. 
Turnout was 48 percent. 

“This election has shown that 


Serbia knows how to recognize a his- 
toric moment,” Tadic said. “It showed 
that there is no turning back from 
October 2000,” when Milosevic was 
ousted. 

Nikolic conced- 
ed defeat, telling 
his Radical party 
faithful to “keep your 
heads up and we’ll 
see what happens” 
in the next vote. 

Tadic, 46, is Serbia’s first dem- 
ocratically elected president since 
World War II. A psychologist and 
Belgrade professor, he has been an 
ardent supporter of extraditing Serb 
suspects to the U.N. war tribunal 
in The Hague, where Milosevic and 
others are standing trial on charges 
related to their roles in the Balkan 
wars in the 1990s. (ap)

British Invasion 

Naughty host Graham Norton invades U.S. TV 


FOREIGNERS I “I need something 
LOUD,” said Graham Norton, 
checking out the designer collec- 
tions at Bergdorf Goodman. 

Norton has been named GQ’s 
‘worst- dressed man” for two con- 
secutive years. 

“All of these supposedly hetero- 
sexual fashion editors at GQ and 
Esquire say Orlando Bloom or David 


Beckham is the best- dressed man. 

“But what they’re really saying 
is that they fancy them, because 
all they’re wearing is jeans and a 
T-shirt. I don’t think they hate me 
because I’m gay. I think they hate 
me because I’m not beautiful.” 

Such is the off-kilter charm of 
the host of Comedy Central’s “The 
Graham Norton Effect,” which airs 


at 10 p.m. on Thursdays. 

It’s the same wry, saucy wit that 
has bolstered the comic’s popular 
British chat show, “So Graham 
Norton,” where mischievous humor, 
naughty Web sites and erotic toys 
are as much a part of the shtick as 
his deafeningly loud suits. 

Billed as a “peep show/side show/ 
talk show,” the weekly “Graham 
Norton Effect” will mimic his 
irreverent, 6 -year- old U.K. show. 


a witty hodgepodge of “The Larry 
Sanders Show,” “Late Night With 
David Letterman,” “Whose Line 
Is It Anyway?” and “Dame Edna’s 
Hollywood.” 

Norton has surfed porn sites 
vsdth Joan Collins and Carrie Fisher, 
and engaged in priceless comedic 
scenarios with Dustin Hoffman, 
Cher and John Malkovich. 

“Madonna’s my big get,” said 
Norton, “but in the end, the 
Madonna I want is the Madonna 
from six years ago. Now she’s a 
working mother of two, everything’s 
about Kabbala. I’m not sensing fun 
with a capital F.” 

Norton’s shows are definitely not 
for the prudish. In this era of post- 
Janet Jackson puritanism, it maybe 
even harder to get away with some 
of Norton’s racier stunts. 

“We’re still feeling the ripple of 
the nipple,” said Norton. “In the end 
we’re going to make our show and 
they’ll beep it and blur it and you 
still get the joke.” 

Trained as an actor at London’s 
Central School of Speech and 
Drama, the 39-year-old Irish 
comic got his big break in 1997 
when he was nominated for the 
Perrier comedy award at the 
Edinburgh Festival, which led to 
a raft of TV offers in Britain. But 
to have a show in America has long 
been his goal. 

“The best bit of the play is at 
the end with everyone clapping 
and going, ‘Woo-hoo, we like you! 
Well done!”’ he said. “That’s what 
you work towards.”

On 
the frantic “Dejame En Paz” this 
turns into a dizzying call-and- 
response of the band’s name. 
“Saturday Night” mates the group 
chant with a laid-back feel recall- 
ing funk masters War. 

“Street Signs” works when

Smith Gets the Last Word 

The late singer-songwriter’s final album is being assembled by friends 



After his death last year, Smith left behind notes and rough mixes for new songs. 


POSTHUMOUS VOICES I Elliott Smith 
stares down from the shelf above 
the recording studio mixing board, 
comically bugging his eyes in one 
snapshot, glowering like the moody 
troubadour of legend in another. 

The photos make the control 
room of the Hollywood studio feel 
a little like a shrine to the singer- 
songwriter, whose troubled life 
ended violently last October when 
he died from a knife wound in his 
Los Angeles apartment at age 34. 
(Initially reported as a suicide, the 
case is now officially under inves- 
tigation.) 

Eight months later. Smith’s vale- 
dictory work is taking its final shape 
in the same studio where he record- 
ed much of the material on his most 
popular albums, 1998’s “XO” and its 
2000 follow-up, “Figure 8.” 

“Songs From a Basement on the 
Hill” is the album Smith had nearly 
completed when he died, and the 
work is being awaited by his cult of 
fans like a lost sacred text. 


And they probably won’t be dis- 
appointed, judging by the sound of 
the propulsive folk reverie coming 
through the speakers. Smith’s 
acoustic guitar picking eases down 
a scale, cradling his unmistakable. 


high-pitched voice as it sings a rue- 
ful couplet: “Burning every bridge 
that I cross/To find some beautiful 
place to get lost.” 

This is prime Smith, with the 
kind of meticulous, evocative lyric. 


bittersweet melody and intimate 
delivery that made him one of the 
most acclaimed singer- songwrit- 
ers of his generation. 

The project is being overseen by 
Rob Schnapf and Joanna Bolme, 
both of whom have a history with 
Smith. Schnapf co-produced “XO” 
and “Figure 8,” and Bolme was 
Smith’s girlfriend in Portland, Ore., 
in the mid-’90s. She received her 
musical grounding from him and 
now plays bass in the band led by 
former Pavement singer Stephen 
Malkmus. 

Both had been in sporadic con- 
tact with Smith in recent years and 
were called in by the singer’s family 
to steer “Songs” to completion. 

The pair were guided by Smith’s 
written notes, rough mixes and 
alternate recordings, and by their 
own conversations with people who 
had been in the studio with him. 

“We’re trying to respect whatever 
we can find out about what his wish- 
es were, trying to make the record 
that he was making,” said Schnapf

Lizzie Miller didn’t. She loved 
politics, and after landing a job 
with a congressman in Washington, 
this Georgetown graduate looked 
forward to the day when she would 
be able to work on a public-waste 
bill or launch a petition on behalf 
of refugees.

Scorching Debut for ‘Fahrenheit 9/11’ 


BOX-OFFICE BONANZA I Michael 
Moore’s “Fahrenheit 9/11” took in 
a whopping $21.8 million in its first 
three days, becoming the first doc- 
umentary to debut as Hollywood’s 
top weekend film. 

If Sunday’s estimates hold 
when final numbers are released 
today, “Fahrenheit 9/11” would set 
a record in a single weekend as the 
top -grossing documentary outside 
of concert films and movies made 


for IMAX theaters. 

“Bowling for Columbine,” 
Moore’s 2002 Academy Award-win- 
ning documentary, previously held 
the record with $21.6 million. 

Moore’s assault on President 
George W. Bush’s actions after the 
2001 terrorist attacks won the top 
honor at last month’s Cannes Film 
Festival and has attracted attention 
from both sides in the presidential 
campaign. 


The movie has been embraced by 
left-wing groups, which mobilized 
members to see it over the open- 
ing weekend. Conservative groups 
sought to discourage theaters from 
showing it and asked the Federal 
Election Commission to examine 
its ads for potential violations of 
campaign-finance law regulating 
when commercials may feature a 
presidential candidate.
